Amorast the various addresses issued to the 
Electors of the United Kingdom is one from 
the Society for the Suppression of tho 
Opium Trade, which is signed on bebalf 
of the Society by the Earl of Shaftesbury, 
the Dnko of Westminister, several of the 
bishops and peor, Cardinal Manning, Dr. 
Bennett, President of the Royal College of 
Physicians, thirty-soven members of Parlia- 
ment, Herbert Spencer, James Martineou, 
C. H, Spurgeon, the Secretaries of the great 
Missionary Societios, and others, Tho ad- 
dross points ont thet the opium traffic is no 
party matter, both Conservatives and Liber- 
als being equally reaponaible for it; that 
the trade is carried on directly by tho In- 
dian Government, and ministers notoriously 
to the vices of the Chinese, the Chinese 
Government having repeatedly declared that 
the uvpium is most injurious, and that the 
trade in it is 1 most serious provocative of 
il-fecling against our country. Tho ad- 
dress concludes as follows.:— 

Weare tace to face with the appalling 
fact that this Christian nation is guilty io 
the sight of God of a great natioual sin. 
Electors! This opium trade is ourriod ou 
by authority derived from you; upon you 
the respunsibility reste, until you have 
solemnly charged yuur representutives iu 
Parlinment that they at once take steps 
to terminate our national support of this 
unrighteous trade.” 


Tue London correspondent of the Indian 
Toa Gazette makes tho following remarks, aa 
explaining the slowness of the British publio 
to appreciate the euperiority of the Indian 
teas over thone of Chinese manufacture :—

is, in one respect, aloue, A man may be 
acoustomed to a particular kind of wine;
